The group included 
Sochongga*, KUAN Yin-nan** and LI Uai-shan¥**, On their arrival in Peiping, 
the four siongols were urged, but not ordered, to so to Wangyehmiao. Only 
Sochongga went. when he reached wangyehniac, he was tried for treason, 
found guilty and exsouted,**»*
